sent emergency, all men agree.

The debate on this grave question 


swings around the natural human de- 
sire of the skilled men permanently 
employed in the nation's factories to 
hold onto their jobs, wherefore the 
skilled 
crafts have been unionized 


for many years and the number of 
apprentices has been sharply limit- 
ed. 


Furthermore, under federal social- 


economic policies of recent years the 
factory owners have worked whole- 
heartedly with skilled labor to keep 
down apprentices— for increasing ap- 
prentices means increasing the even- 
tual number of employable men for 
which industry will be taxed. 


Both capital and labor were rudely 


shaken, therefore, when the national 
defense program called for more pro- 
duction than even the great assembly 
lines of .America, ,CQuld,.,uiiraedjalely 
deliver. For even the* most wholly 
mechanized country is still absolutely 
dependent on the quantity and qual- 
ity of its skilled labor. 


The issue, -then, is this: The coun- 


try as n whole needs more skilled 
labor for the moment than either la- 
bor or capital thinks can be safely 
absorbed in the peace that follows 
war or preparation for war. 


It seems to me that this presents 


government with the greatest single 
emergency ever to confront 
it in 


all history. Certainly the national 
emergency overrides the private rights 
of both labor and capital. Certainly 
there are going to be more skilled 
apprentices, regardless what either 
the unions or the factories think about 
it. There will have to be action now, 
and adjustment later— and 
govern- 


ment will have to devise a later-day 


done. 


But somehow it is vastly disturb- 


ing to realize that America has this 
shortage of skilled labor. For

May Want a Billion 
for Roosevelt 
Lending Plan 


WASHINGTON -f/P)— High federal 


officials Saturday said the British gov- 
ernment might be asked to put up 
Iwo billion dollars collateral for the 
war material President Roosevelt has 
proposed to "lend" to Britain. 


These authorities, declining to bo 


quoted by name, reported the plan was 
being considered "earnestly" to sup- 
plement a proposal by a large New 
York investment trust to purchase 
approximately 600 million dollars of 
British investments in this country.

66 Million Sub- 
scribers Answered 
in Years 1917-18

Treasury plans for huge popular de- 


fense loans, for savings stamps, and 
similar methods of widely distributing 
the defense burden recall World War 
days, when for the first time the great 
messes of people directly advanced 
money to run a war. 


In the four Liberty Loan and final 


Victory Loan drives, 66,281,900 sub- 
scribers offered the government more 
than 24 billion dollars. Of this more 
than 21 billions in bonds were actual- 
ly allotted. 


Bonds were sold in hectic publicity 


drives mounting to a climax as the 
war neared its end. The first drive 
came in June, 1917, two months after 
war was declared. Four million peo- 
ple subscribed almost two billion dol- 
lars. The second came in November of 
the same year, and more than nine 
million people stepped up with nearly 
four gillions. 


The third was in May, 1918, with 


more than 18 million people offering 
more than four billions, A peak was 
reached in October of 1918, when al- 
most 23,000,000 people subscribed a 
stupendous total of nearly seven bil- 
lions. 


The war -over, a final 
"Victory 


Drive" brought out almost 12 million 
subscribers for another four and a 
half billion. 


More than 35,000,000 other Ameri- 


cans also lend the government more 
than a billion dollars additional by 
buying Thrift Stamps, War Savings 
Stamps and Treasury certificates. This 
plan was similar to the Savings Bond 
plan now in operation, but in much 
smaller units, such that it took a whole 
sheet of starngs to make a ?5 or ?10 
certificate.

This popular response to the govern- 


ment's need for cash has never been 
equaled in any country or time. It was 
stimulated by public meetings, adver- 
tising, speeches, and every known 
means of publicity. 


Interest rates ranger from 3% to 4% 


per cent, tax-free except for estate 
and inheritance laxes. The bonds fell 
in value after the war to the lower 
80s, 
but by the time they were re- 


funded, between 1933 and 1935, all had 
gone back to the par 100 or above. 


The forthcoming treasury drive to 


raise cash will probably proceed along 
similar lines except that it is proposed 
not to include tax exemption. Interest 
rates, because the going money rates 
are far lower today, will probably 
also be lower. But the World War les- 
sons of how to realize the widest pos- 
sible popular base for loans will be 
applied once again.

His first as- 
signment, "Road Gang," was one of 
those typical Warner-B carnivals of 
mayhem which attracted a lot of cus- 
tomers out of sheer, appalling bruta- 
lity. After that, Trumbo began to go 
places.

"The 
Corps Commander wishes to see Ma- 
jor Churchill at 4 o'clock at Mer- 
ville. A car will be waiting at the 
Rouge Croix crossroads at 3:15."

commanding general to summon an of- 
ficer of the firing line. In great won- 
derment Churchill set off through the 
rain-plowed, snow-decked forest to 
the rendezxous. The car did not come.
